Tflo Railway Surveying battulionH, 
organised here in ibo end of July, havo 
«*mtirutied up the bill nnddowu again;" 
but thoj have inur^bed to hodio purjiOrO, 
and.in bnuiu ioBtan08B, they have morch- 
ed with prodigious swiftnosB, Tbo 
Geologists beve irnub their proliniiuttry 
soamppi' ovor tho country, and buvo 
wo premime, " yono into winter quur- 
tare." Imibiuucb as bo -h most report 
to tbohuads of their resy»ciivo Depart- 
ments nt Ottawa, any thing liko a fall 
and authorized statement of rosults can 
only bo cxpociod to roaoli the public 
oye through tbe Uhuul chimnol of ofHoial 
routine. The reports of these explorations 
aud surveys, or abstraOta tbcteof, will 
doubtless bo placed befoio Parliament 
when it raeota at Ottawa, and they will 
then find tboir way back to tho tboros 
of Iho Pacific, whore thoy will bo read 
with moreor less interest. But although 
e, becoming reticence baa been observed, 
y«t enough has transpired to justify us 
in pronouncing the fiiBt iruits highly 
gratifying. ft has long been BubjeOt of 
regret that no extended or systematic 
exploration had revealed the true char- 
acter and rosourcea of the country, and 
thus by far the larger portion of it re- 
mained a terra incognita; and wo look- 
ed anxiously lorward to tho advent oti 
the Surveyor and tho ti-eologi&t, as pro- 
mising a ready meunb of lifting tho 
voil and letting tho world too what Bri- 
tish Columbia baa to offer to Hcience and 
to muscle. And, although losa than 
four montha hive been spent iu work 
which may jin-tly ba regarded an merely 
preliminary, and a necessary official 
reticenco still obscures tho view, it is 
most gratifying to ki ow that, in so fur 
as caenal glimpses) enable one to judge, 
the results will not fall short of tho 
most Burguinc expectation*. The first 
duty of tho Surveyor b.is, ot coimo, 
been to trace tho most favorablo path 
by whioh tbo iron horeoof Canada may 
reach tho waters of tbe Pacific; and in 
this we are glad to know ho has been 
emiucntly sunxesslnl. But while chiefly 
ocoupiod with gradients, levels, and cur- 
vatures, be hat* not been blind to the 
general characteristics ol the country, its 
climate, toile, woods, water?, and, in 
abort, all thrso elemeDta which not 
only influence the co^r. of railway 
but tbo coorso of empire. The firm 
duty of the Goologiit l.ns doubtless been 
to traco the mineral formations and read 
tho lessons of tho rock- ; end wo aro 
glad that tbo rocult ban boon highly en- 
couraging— that a necessarily hasty 
and superficial glauoe lends to tho conclu- 
BioD that British (Joiunibia is one of the 
riohest mineral countries known. But, 
while enagaged in the discharge o! that 
duty, his eyo Iibb boeu ever open to all 
iboso feuturcs A.hiob go to mako up tho 
bappy home for tho million. Taking 
the gross results of observation, it is 
found that the country unounds in large 
stretches of tho lichest ai d most dosir 
able agricultural and |iu,storul lands- 
lands eminently fitted in every rot-poet 
toeostain largo populations in the high- 
est condition u! wellbeing. Perhaps, 
after all thi* is the must important re- 
sult of tho-e expiations, - viewed Irom a 
looal standpoint. It wad ol '.be utmost 
importance* to Canada that a facie 
pathway to the Pocitto should be dis- 
covered for aruilwa wi bout which all 
bor bright visioni uf oapire must vanish. 
It was of no iittloimpurtauce to oh aud 
to Canada t but the claim of Biiti*b 
Columbia to rankaaouu of tbo richest 
mineral countrio b> the world should 
bo established by ■uionufio iove8lig«tioi.; 
but it was liven iboie important 
still for u.i to be assured beyond 
the possibility of tj nibble or of doUb 
that tho couuiry posited those elemann 
eiseutiftl to maintaining io a condition ot 
prosperity Hie populuiiom wLicIj tha radwaj 
and mineiul wca.ih might be preBomed in 
bring. And so fur as ice havo beeo pet- 
niiiitd to pear into ufijeial uocretB, tbo r« 
suit of tbesa explore iocs dub beeo eminent- 
ly sntiilaotory io this ieip«oi, as well as in 
iSBpeoi ot those con«idototions ooi.s itutmg 
the mere iramediale obj:Ol ot the under- 
taking. It will be scarcely less grail yieg 
to tho Canadian Oabioel tbtto to onraelvei 
to be able to elate, on tbe mo«t ooexeep- 
tionable anthority, lh»l II there are on tbe 
Paoitio Blopj'aeaa of mountain*/' ihere arc 
also oceans of iba most fertile valleys, and 
thai the former aro as licb io mineral aa the 
latter are io agricultural wealth.

A MAGNIFICENT OVATION. 

From tho Ottawa Citizen. 

The Banquet to tha lion H L Lnngnvia, 
Miuister of Publio \Vortt», by tho cinz ns 
of Qui bee, look place ou Taesdny evening, 
Nov 7thj and wnB attended by Oabinot 
Minipters, Millitary Ofliiers, Mombors of tho 
Legislature and tbe elite of the Ancient Ca- 
pital. Amongst the mottoos whioh adorned 
the walls were — ' L«b Oitoyens des Quebec 
si' Hon H L LangoviUj U B/ ' Columbia 
Welcome,' 'Qod Sive the Queen,' 'Avona lo 
oherain d« fcr an Pacifique,' and ' Union — 
Progress.' Tho Chair was ocoopied by ibo 
Mayor of Qiobeo, Mr Pierre Qarneaa, who 
had on his right the Lieat Ooveroor of Qae« 
be^, Sir G E Crtiiicr, Hon Peter Mitcnel', 
Col Mnrtiudale, B, Major Kobertsoo of 
tbe COth and Ihe Mpnoisti Cooeul ; and on his 
loft tbo gneet of iba oreniog; Sir Franois 
Hincks, lion Joseph Howe, Spoaki-r De- 
boucliorvillo, Speaker Blanche!, Judgo 
Ooursolj tbe French Consul General aetl 
Baron Talkenbery. Representatives «era 
present of ail tbe leading journals in Onlsrio 
and Quebec and tho gallery was thronged 
with the ludioa of tho ADcied Capital. The 
niasnifieent Band of the 60tb RiuVs was 
present, enbanuitit; tho pleasures ol the re- 
union bttween tho gueat of the evening and 
bin host of friende. 

Leltora of apolopy were read from Bishop 
Williams und Hens Mesars lilley, Motris, 
Campbell, Tupper, Aikioa and OoekburBj 
all regretting unavoidable absence. 

Aftor tbe usual loyal toasts had beon pro< 
poeed aud duly honored, Ibo health of tho 
guest of tho evening was proposed and rt< 
aeivnd with loud «od prolonged cheers, re- 
pealed agais and again. On rising to re- 
spond the boo g ntletnau was receivod with 
uubounded enthusiasm, tbe band playing the 
well known Cunudiau air— A la Clair Fou- 
taioe. 

Hon Mt Langevia thanked them for tho 

magnificent demonstration they bed given, 
wbiob bo accepted Let for himself alone, 
but for fcis ministerial oollflaguee. ll was a 
pleasing proof of the oonfldouce with which 
the citizens of Quebec honored tbe demon- 
stration. Personally he was nsoro gratoful 
for Ibis grand ovation, because he could 
nsver forget that tho first prpular suffrages 
be had roceivud ns a public man wore Irom
